The Full Court of Appeal this morning ‘reserved judgment on the 
appeal brought by L/Cpl George Robert Douthwaite, 24, .and Trooper 
Douglss Derrick Dalton, 19, against their conviction by a Jury of murder 


until Monday June 15 at. 10 a.m. 
‘‘Douthwaite, of Swainton, 


Scarborough, and Dalton: of Soutiahip. 


ton, were sentenced to hang by-Mr Justice T, J. Gould on, May 1 for the 
murder of a 38-year-old woma&n, Ho Sze-mui, an amah employed: -by 
NAAFI. Her body was found in a ditch off the motor road leading from 
the Fanling Cross Road to Sek Kong on December 23, last. year. 


The Crown case was that the 
crime took place on the even- 
ing of December 19 when the 
accused, on bicycles, intercept- 
ed the woman, @ passenger on 
another bicycle and attacked 
her with a pair of hanticulfs 
cnusing head wounds from 
which she died three days. later. 
There was also no suggestion by 
the Prosecution that there was 
{nterference with the woman of 
a sexual nature, F 

The defence was thet the ac- 
cused never met the woman and 
could-not have been at the spot.

CLEAR EVIDENCE: 

Confusion would arise if onc 
took any time other than tho 
tmo.of..tha_.starting_out from 
the bicycle shop, said Mr 
Loseby. There were statements 
from persona who did not pro- 
fess to spcak of the time more 
than gencrally, On the other 
hand there was clear evidence 
of tho clock In the bicycle shop, 
Tho witness testifying  obout 
this was ar amd unambiguous 
in the committal proceedings 
and should be fixed to this 


ring true. ‘ : So Sag 
Mr Loseby’ criticised the 
Solicitor-Gencral for not facing
